This objection la now removed.

enjoyment and exercise of the rights and

subject. 
The elections of the past year, 
though occupied only with State offices, 
have cot I tiied to elicit, rn the pohtical dis- I 


ted. 
To command the necessary support, 
every measure of reform must be based on 
common right and justice, and most be 
compatible with the healthy existence of 
great parties, which are inevitable and es­ 
sential in a free State. 
When the people 
have approved a policy at a National elec­ 
tion, confidence on the part of the officers 
they have selected, and of the advisers who, 
in accordance with our political institu­ 
tions, should be consulted in the policy 
which it is their duty to carry into effect, 
is indispensable. It is eminently proper 
that they should explain it before the peo­ 
ple, as well as Illustrate its spirit in the 
performance of their official duties. It 
hardly need be pointed oat that very dif­ 
ferent considerations apply to the greater 
number of those who fill the subordinate 
places in the civil service. Their respon­ 
sibility 13 to their superiors in official posi 
tion. It is their duty to obey the legal in­ 
structions of those upon whom that author­ 
ity is involved, and their best public serv­ 
ice consists in the discharge oi their func­ 
tions Irrespective of partisan politics. Their 
duties are the same whatever party is in 
power, aud whatever policy prevails. 
As 
a consequence, it follows that their tenure 
of office should not depend upon the prev­ 
alence of any policy or the supremacy of 
any party, but should be determined by 
their capacity to serve the people most 
usefully, quite irrespective of partisan in­ 
terests. The same 
consideration 
that 
should govern the tenure should also pre­ 
vail in the appointment, discipline, and 
removal 
of these 
subordinates. The 
authority of appointment aod removal is 
not a perquisite which may be used to aid 
a friend or reward a partisan, but is a trust 
to be exercised in the public interest, 
under all the eanctioas which attend the 
obligation to apply the public funds only 
for public purposes. Every citizen bas aa 
equal right to the honor aud profit of 
entering the public service of his country. 
The only just ground of discrimination Is 
the measure of character and capacity he 
has to make that service 


M JST USEFUL TO THE FEOPLE. 
Exeept rn cases where, upon lust and 
recognized principles, as upon the theory 
ol pensions, offices and promotions are be­ 
stowed as rewards for past services, their 
bestowal upon any theory which disregards 
personal merit is an act of injustice to the 
citizen, as well as a breach of that trust 
subject to which the appointing power is 
held. 
In the light of these principles it 
becomes of great importance to provide 
just aud adequate means, especially for 
every depart meat aud large administrative 
office, where personal discrimination on 
the part of its head is not practicable for 
ascertaining those qualifications to which 
appointments and removals should have 
reference.

Government, aud expressed the intention 
of transmitting to Congress, as early as 
practicable, a report upon this subject by 
I foe Cuairmau of the Civil Service Com- 
in view of the fact that during a 
considerable periol the Government of 
Great Britain ha3 been dealing wha ad- 
miuistraiive problems and abuses in var­ 
ious particulars analagous to those pre­ 
sented in this country, and that, in recent 
years, the measures adopted were uadcr- 
► lo id to have been effective aud in every 
fo ully eat ^factory, I thought it 
d u ra b le to have fuller information upon 
loo subject, aud accordingly requested tho 
Chairman of the C ivil Service Commission 
to make 


A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 
I tor this purpose. 
Toe result has been an 
I elaborate and comprehensive report. 
The 
I report sets forth the mstory of the partisan 
] ti) ills system ia Great Britain, and of the 
rise aim fall ot the Parliamentary patrou- 
! age, and ai official interference with the 
j freedom of elections. 
It shows that, after 
’ long trials of various kinds of exam ina­ 
tions, those which are competitive and 
open on e jual terms to all, and which arc 
carried on uuder the superintendence ot a 
single Commission, have with great advan­ 
c e been established as conditions of ad­ 
mission to almost every official place in 
the subordinate administration of

TJ FAIL TO PROVIDE SUCH MEANS 
is not only to deny the opportunity of as­ 
certaining the facts upon which the most 
ligneous claim to office depends, but of 
necessity to discourage all worthy aspir­ 
ants by handing over appointments and 
removals to mere influence and favoritism 
lf it is the right of the worthiest claimant 
to gain tne appointment, and the interest 
of the people to bestow it upon bim, it 
would seem clear that a wise and just 
method 
of ascertaining 
personal 
fit­ 
ness 
for 
office 
must 
needs 
bo 
aa important and permanent function of 
every just aud wise Government. 
It bas 
ion g since become impossible in tbe great 
offices for those baviog the duty of nom!* 
nation aud appointment to personally ex­ 
amine into tbe individual qualifications of 
more than a small proportion of those 
seeking office, and with tbe enlargement 
of Civil Service that proportion must con­ 
tinue to become less, 
in tbe early years 
ut tbe Government the subordinate offices 
were so few in number that it was easy for 
those making appointments and promo­ 
tions to ascertain the merits of tbe candi­ 
dates.

HAD NOT THEN RECOMB POWERFUL 
agents cf coercion hostile to tbe free and 
just exercise of tbe appointing power. 
A 
large and important part of the duty of 
restoring the civil service 'to the desired 
purity and efficiency rests upon tbe Pres­ 
ident; and It bas been my purpose to do 
what was within my power to advance 
such prudent and gradual measures ot re­ 
form as will most surely and rapidly 
bring about that radical change of system 
essential to 
make 
our administrative 
methods satisfactory to a tree and intelli­ 
gent people by a proper exercise of author­ 
ity. 
It is rn tbe power ot tbe Executive to 
do much to promote such a reform, but 
itca n u o tb e too clearly understood that 
nothing 
adequate can be accomplished 
without co-operation on tbe part of Con­ 
gress and considerate and intelligent sup­ 
port among tbe people: 
Reforms which 
challenge tbe generally accepted theories 
of {parties and demand changes in tbe 
methods of the departments are not the 
work or a day. 
Their permanent founda­ 
tions must be laid in sound principles and 
iu an experience which 
DEMONSTRATES THEIR WISDOM 
and exposes the errors of their adversa­ 
ries. 
Ever} worthy officer desires to make 
his official action aa honor to his country. 
But the people themselves, far more than 
their officers in public station, are inter­ 
ested in a pure, economical aod vigorous 
administration. 
By laws enacted in 1S5S 
and 1855, and now in substance incorpo­ 
rated in the Revised Statutes, the practice 
of arbitrary appointments to several ot the 
subordinate grades in the great depart­ 
ments was condemned, and examinations 
as to capacity, to be conducted by the D e­ 
partmental .Boards of Examiners, were 
provided for and made conditions of ad­ 
mission to the public 
service.

statutes are a decision by Congress that an 
examination of some sort as to attainments 
aed capacity are essential to the 


WELL-BEING OF THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 
The important questions since the en­ 
actment oi these laws have been as to the 
character 
af these examinations, 
and 
whether official favor or partisan influ­ 
ence or common right and merit were to 
control the access to the examinations. In 
practice these examinations have not al­ 
ways been open to worthy persons gener­ 
ally who might wish to be examined. 
Official favoritism and partisan influence 
as a rule, appear to have designated those 
who alone were permitted to go before 
the

Boards 
subjecting 
even the Examiners to a pressure from the 
friends of the candidates very difficult to 
resist. 
As a consequence, the standard of 
admission fell below that which the public 
interest demanded. It was almost inevit­ 
able that a system which provided for 
various separate Boards of Examiners,with 
no common supervision or uniform method 
of procedure, should result in confusion, 
inconsistency, 
aud inadequate tests of 
capacity 
HIGHLY DETRIMENTAL TO THE PUBLIC IN­ 


TEREST. 
A further and more radical change was 
obviously required. In tne aonual message 
of December, 1870, my predecessor declar­ 
ed that “there is no duty which so much 
embarrasses the Executive aod heads of 
departments as that of appointments, nor 
is there any such arduous and thankless 
work imposed on Senators and Represen­ 
tatives as that of Anding places for canaut- 
uents. The present system docs not secure 


the best m en, and Olton not even fit men, 
for the public places. 
The elevation and 
purification of the 
Civil Service of the 
Government will be hailed with approval 
by tho whole people of the United Slates.” 
Congress accordingly passed the act ap­ 
proved March 3, 1871. 
“To regulate the 
C ivil Service of the United states and pro­ 
m ote tho efficiency thereof,” giving the 
necessary authority to the Executive to 
institute a civil service preform.

under uniform supervision, a number of 
em inently competent persons were selected 
for the purpose, who entered with zeal up­ 
on the discharge of their duties, prepared 
with an intelligent appreciation of the re­ 
quirements of the service, the regulations 
contemplated, and took charge of the 
examinations, and who, in their capacity 
as a Board, have been,known as the Civil 
Service Commission. * Congress for two 
years appropriated the money needed for 
the compensation and for the expense of 
carrying on the work of the Commission. 
It appears from the report of the Com m is­ 
sion, submitted to the Fresident in April, 
1874, that examinations had been held in 
various sections of the country, and that 
an appropriation ol about $25,030 would 
be required to meet the annual expenses, 
including salaries, involved in discharging 
the duties of the Commission. 
The report 
was transmitted to Congress by special 
message of April 18,1874, with the follow ­ 
ing favorable comment upon the labors of 
the Commission: “If sustained by Congress 
I have no doubt the rules can, alter the i 
experience gained, be so improved and en­ 
forced as to still more materially benefit 
the public service, aud relieve the E xecu­ 
tive, members of Congress, aud the head? 
of Departments from influences prejudicial 
to good administration. 
The rules, a3 they 
have hitherto been enforced, have resulted 
beniflcially, as is shown by the opinions of 
the Cabinet and their subordinates in the 
departments, and in that opinion I concur.” 
And in the annual message of . December 
of the same year similar view s are express' 
ed and an appropriation for continuing the 
work of the Commission again advised. 
The appropriation was not made, aud, as a 
consequence the active work ol the Com­ 
mission was suspended, leaving the Com ­ 
mission itself still m existence without the 
means therefore of causing qaaliflcitlons 
to be tested in any system atic manner, of 
securing 
for 
the 
public service the 
advantages of competition upon any ex ­ 
tensive plan. 
I recommended in my an - 


public service and discreditable to the 
country. 
Though aa officer should be as

In tho meaulim?, however, com petitive 
examinations, under many embarrassments, 
haye 
been conducted

spheres in the executive dep-irtmcrais in 
Washington, and in a number of the cus­ 
tom houses and post-offic e of tkepnncipM 
cities ot the country, with a view to further 
test their effects, and in every instance they 
have been found to be as salutary as they 
are stated to have been under the adm inis­ 
tration cf my predecessor. 
I think the 
economy, purity, and efficiency of the public 
service would be greatly promoted by their 
systematic introduction, wherever practi­ 
cable, throughout the entire Civil Service 
of the Government, together with ample 
provision for their general supervisi on, in 
order lo secure consistency and uniform 
justice. 
Reports from the Secretary of the Interior, 
from the Postm aster-General, lrom the 
Postmaster in the City of Now 
York, 
where such examinations Ii aye been some 
time on trial, and also from the Collector 
ot tho Port, the Naval Oili er, and the 
Surveyor in that city, aud Rom 
the 
Postmasters and Collectors in several of 
the other large cities, show that the com ­ 
petitive system, 
where applied, has in 
various ways contributed to improve the 
public service. 
The reports show that the 
results have been salutary in a marked 
degree, and that the general application of 
similar rules cannot fail to be of decided 
benefit to the service. 
The reports of the 
Government officers in the City of Now 
York especially bear decided testim my to 
the utility of open c )m petitiye examinations 
in their respective offices, showing that 
these examinations and 
the 
excellent 
qualifications of those admitted to the 
service through them, Lave had u marked 
incidental effect upon the persons previ 
oualy rn the service, and.particularly upon 
those aspiring to promotion. 
There has 
been on the part of these latter an increased 
interest in the work, aud a desire to extend 
acquaintance with it beyond a particular 
desk, and thus the morale of tne entire 
force has been raised. 
The examinations 
have been attended by many citizens, who 
have had an opportunity to thoroughly 
investigate the scope aud character of the 
tests, and the w eth ol of determining the 
results, and these visitors 
have without 
exception approved the modes em ployed, 
and several of them have publicly attested 
their lAvorable opinion upon such consid­ 
eration. 


Cl VI L -S ER V ie E REFORM. 
I deem it my duty to renew tho recom­ 
mendation contained in my annual message 
of December, 1877, requesting Congress to 
make the necessary appropriations for the 
resumption of the work of the Civil Service* 
Commission. 
Economy will bo promoted 
by authorizing a moderate compensation 
to persons in the public service who may 
perform extra lab ar upon or under the 
Commission as the Executive lin y direct. 
I am convinced that ii a just and definite 
test ot merit is enforced tor admission to 
the public service, aud in making promo­ 
tions, such .abuses as removal 
without 
good 
cause 
and 
partisan and 
offi­ 
cial interference with the proper exercise 
of the appointing power will in a large 
measure disappear. 
There are other ad- 
miustrative abuses to which the attention 
oi Congress should be asked in this con­ 
nection. 
Mere partisan appointment and 
the constant peril oi remoyal without cause 
very naturally lead to aa absorbing an I 
mischevious political 
activity 
of those 
thus appointed, which not only interferes 
with the due discharge of official duty, but 
is incompatible with the Beedom of elec­ 
tions, not without warrant in the view of 
several of my predecessors in the Presi­ 
dential office directly in accordance with 
the law oi 1871 already cited, I endeavored, 
by regulation made on the 221 of June,1877.

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
Our relations with foreign 
countries 
have continued peaceful. 
W ith Great 
Britain there are still unsettled questions, 
growing out ot the local laws of the m ari­ 
time provinces, aud the action c f provin­ 
cial authorities deemed to be in derogation 
ol rights secured by treaty to American 
fishermen. 
The United States Minister in 
L m donhas been instructed to present a 
demand for $105,305 02 in view of the 
damages received by American citizens at 
Fortune Bay on the Cfo day of January, 
1879. 
Tne subject was then taken into 
consideration by the British Government, 
and aa early reply is anticipated. 
Upon 
the completion of the necessary prelim i­ 
nary examination, the subject of our par­ 
ticipation in the provincial fisheries, as 
regulated by treaty, 
w ill 
at once ba 
brought to the attention of tue British 
Government with a view to the early and 
permanent settlement of the whole ques­ 
tion, which was only temporarily adjusted 
by the Treaty of 
Washington. 
Efforts 
have been made to obtain the rem oval 
of the restrictions found injurious to the 
exportation ot cattle to the United K ing­ 
dom. 
borne correspondence has also oc­ 
curred with regard to the rescue and sav­ 
ing of life and property upon the lakes, 
winch has resulted rn Important modifica­ 
tions of the previous regulations of the 
Dominion Government on the subject, in 
the interest of humanity and commerce. 
In accordance with the joint resolution 
of the* lait session of Congress, Commis­ 
sioners were appointed to represent the 
United States at foe International E xhibi­ 
tions in Australia, one of which is now at 
Syd ney, and the* other to be hel l next year 
at Melbourne. A desire has been expressed 
in the important and grow ing trade with 
Australia that an increased 
provision 
should be made by Congress tor the repre­ 
sentation of our industries at the Melbourne 
Exhibition next year, and the subject is 
respectfully submitted to your favorable 
c juskieration. 
The assent of the Government ha3 been 
given to the landing on the coast of M assa- 
chuceits of a new an I independent traos- 
Ui .alic cable between France, by way of 
French Island of Bt. Pierre and this coun­ 
try, subject to any future legislation of 
Congress ca the subj.-ct. 
The conditions 
imposed, befoie allowing this connection 
with our shores to bo established, are such 
as to secure its competiti on with any ex­ 
isting or future lines of marine cable, and 
preclude amalgamation therewith; to pro­ 
vide for entire equality of rights to our 
Government and people with those of 
France in the use oi the cable, and prevent 
any exclusive possession of the privilege as 
accorded by France to the disadvantage of 
any future cable communication between 
France and the United (States which §may 
be projected and accomplished by our cit­ 
izens. 
Au important reduction of the 
present 
rates 
of communication with 
Europe, felt to he too burdensome to the 
interests of our commerce, must necessa­ 
rily ll jvy from the esiablishmcnt of thi3 
com peting line. Tho attention of Congress 
was drawn to the propriety of som e gen ­ 
eral regulations by Congress of the whole 
subject of transmarine 
cables 
by m y 
predecessor in his message ot December 7, 
1875, a n i I respectfully submit 
to your 
conoiderutiou the importance of Coagres- 
siouui action la this matter.J 


Sl’AlN. 
The questions of grave importance with 
Spain, growing oat of tne incidents of the 
Caban insurrection, have been for the most 
part happily and honorably settled. It m ay 
reasonat; iy be anticipated that the Com ­ 
mission now sitting in Washington for foe 
decision of private cases in this connection 
will soon be able to bring its labors to a 
conclusion. 
Tne long-standing question 
of the East F lon la claims has lately been 
renewed as a subject of correspondence, 
a n i may possibly require Congressional 
action for its final disposition. 
A treaty 
with the Netherlands with respect to Con­ 
sular rights and privileges similar to those 
with 
other Powers has been signed and 
ratified, aud the ratifications 
were ex­ 
changed on the 31st of July last. 
Negotiations tor extradition treaties with 
the Netherlands and Denmark are now in 
progress. 
Some questions with Switzerland with 
regard to pauper and convict emigrants 
have arisen, but it is not doubted that they 
wili be arranged upon a juA and satisfac­ 
tory basis. 
A question has also occurred 
with respect to aa asserted claim by 8wiss 
municipal authorities to exercise tutelage 
over the persons aud property of Swiss 
citizens naturalized in this country. 
Ic is 
possible this may require adjustment by 
treaty. With the German Empire frequent 
questions arise in connection with the sub­ 
jects of naturalization and extraiitioa, but 
foe Imperial Government has constantly 
manifested a desire to strictly maintain 
and com ply with all treaty stipulation in 
regard to them. 
Iu consequence of tho omission of Con­ 
gress to provide for a diplomatic represen­ 
tative at Athens, the Legation to Greeco 
has been withdrawn. 
There Is now no 
channel ot diplomotic communication b e­ 
tween the two countries, aud tho expedi­ 
ency of providing for one in some form is 
submitted to

Visiting Thomas Paine’s Grave. 
Among the places lo the United States 
which Mr. Ilolyoake (the English apostle 
ot the co-operailve-etora system) has via 
ited with most interest is the home and 
grave of Thomas Paine, near New Ro­ 
chelle, on the Sound. Ile says he was 
more anxious to see that spot than to see 
Wa&iiihgton’s tomb. He thinks Washing­ 
ton behaved unworthily, atter all Paine 
had done for American liberty, in refusing 
to interfere to save his life when ho was 
in danger of the guillotine io Paris. Some 
years ago Mr. Ilolyoake took the trouble 
to trace up Paiue's bones, which Cob

to 
Eng­ 
land. 
He 
found 
that 
Lord 
Lovelace, the husband of Lord Byron’s 
daughter, had possession of them for a 
time, and that atter his death they fell into 
the hands of his steward, Ainslle. He 
thinks they are etill in existence, and 
could be redeemed and placed under the 
monument at New Rochelle, if an effort 
were made. 
“They certainly ought to be brought 
back,” he said, "and an association should 
be formed to purchase the ground on 
which the monument stands, and keep it rn 
order. The farm-house where Paine spent 
his last years will be potted down before 
long. I have made arrangements to buy 
from it an old Franklin stove, which I 
am assured was the one Paine warmed 
himself by. It stands in the room that was 
his study/*

pressions of this country, Mr. HoJyoake 
replied: *T was not astonished that Amer­ 
ica was 'b ig /1 had heard as much at home 
and I knew that in my three months* visit 
I should be able to overrun only half oi it 
I am as one who has gone only to the mar.

A NIGHT OK TU E K O LM ! TABLE 
The Round Tabic wa9 largely attended 
Saturday evening, and the eer non was 
both interesting and 
profitable. 
Prof. 
J. P. Uairo conducted it, the subject being 
“Hie Revival of Learning from the] Four­ 
teenth to the Sixteenth Century.” 
The 
leader gave a brief outline of the condition 
of learning rn Europe from the decline of 
ancient learning to its revival. Miss Julia 
Stowe gave a very well written paper on 
the general condition of learning just prior 
to the revival, and some of the causes lead­ 
ing to it. Mr. B. F. Dunwiddie gave a 
concise and clear outline of the relation of 
ecclesiastical, scholasticism and feudalism 
to the revival, showing how ccclesiasticism 
wielded such a power over the minds and 
lives 
of 
all Christendom 
as to 
prevent 
the 
growth 
of 
that 
National life, which is such a necessary 
factor in the progress of 
civilization. 
Scholasticism, by its discussion of subtle 
and profitless questions, tended to keep 
the mind of Europe in its then condition, 
but when the levi val came, even this prov­ 
ed a help by the sharpening it had given 
to the minds of scholars, and the means 
afforded by the dissemination of the ideas 
of the reformation, by means of the uni­ 
versities established throughout Europe. 
Feudalism was hostile to national growth, 
and hence to the progress of civilization. 
Mrs. Haire gave a sketch of the condi­ 
tion of the fine arts during the revival 
Mr. SUulcy B. Smith gave a sprightly, 
earnest paper on the results of the revival 
He presented many valuable tacts, show­ 
ing careiul research and,skillful grouping. 
Rev. F. L. Chapel closed the study with 
some remarks concerning the relation of 
the reformation to the revival of learning. 
Between the various papers presented 
there was some informal talk, questions, 
etc., in which Rey. Mr. Sawin, Rev. Mr.
